The notion Is popularly held that 


•whalebone is derived £rom whales' 
ribs, although many persons believe 


at It comes from the tnil of the big 


mammal. Both notions are incorrect. 


The function of whalebone In the 


Mfe of the whale is of the utmost im- 
portance. 
Tho inner edgeti of the 


whalebone- plates are irayed into in- 
numerable hairlltfo processes, and the 
ivhole forms a sort of sieve whereby 
the whale may t.Lft out its food from 
the sea water. It most be remembered 
that the food of this gigantic crea- 
Wee consists chiefly of mlm-"« organ- 
isms, Crustacea, moMuaca, etc., floating 
near the surface. 


When the ivlmlc opens its mouth and 


moves along a great multitude of these 
minute forms of life find their way in. 
Then the -whale closes its montb, and 
the water Is strained oat through the 
whalebone sieve, and the food is re- 
tained. 


The common uses of -whaleoone are 


known to everybody. It is, however. 
put to two uses not generally known 
even In England, where the line inter- 
nal fringes mentioned are employed in 
nal makinjr of barristers' wigi. By rea- 
son of their lightness they retain the 
curl better than does ordinary hair. 
Fine whalebone threads are also some- 
times employed to stiffen, the tissue in 
high grade sllka—Harper's W«cklr.

A cool mine Is « rait city In an un- 


derground world. Beside the holstlns 
shaft, (town which the tnen are lower- 
ed Into the mine and from which the 
coal Is lifted In great "skips" or more 
often lu the mine cnrs themselves, 
there Is the nlrshnft. These are usual- 
ly th* only fro connections between 
the mine r.nd the outer world.

1. where we worked, n'jis about <IOfl 
feet Mow flip surface nnd cotnprlii'd 
over sovefttV'fli'o miles of tunnels laid 
out by thn engineers' trat.slt, accord- 
ing to a perfect system for the hauling 
of the coal mid the ultimate mining of 
the maximum fiuntitlty. From the air 
shaft to the hoisting shnft ran the 
main tunnel or entry, itnd parallel and 
at rt<lit au£le3 with fills tuunel run 
other entries, dividing tho uiluu tuto 
great sections. 


Down Into thn nlrsuuft every, hour of 


the day nnd Ulght an enormous fan In 
the fnuhouse ut the top of the shaft 
pumped air Into the mine, nnd by 
men UK of many doors, stoppings and 
bridges or "overcasts" this strong cur- 
rent of nfr passed through every mile 
of tunneling, never wosslug Us own 
pith nud never stopping until It again 
reached the main entry, but this time 
at the foot of the hoisting sb/ift, 
through which, fouled by tho gnseH. 
the dust and Impurities of tho mine. It 
poured out n cold blast In summer nud 
In winter n pillar of misty vnpor that 
ascended fur Into the structure of the 
Uppie tower above tbo shaft mouth. 
To keep this current of air from taking 
the path of the least resistance and 
"«hort clrcnltlng," cutting off whole 
•ectlons of the mine, tharu wn» ar- 
ranged a system of dt»rs which were 
opened to allow tho trains and the 
mine cars to para and closed again 
when they bad gone throngti. An an 
additional precaution to take care of 
this 
Ilfeblood 
circulation, 
without 


which work In the mine would bo Im- 
posalMe. Inspectors, whose duty It wns 
to lawwuro the strength of the current 
and to Inspect the doom and stoppings 
to tee that no part of the mine escap- 
ed th« cleansing draft, passed con- 
stantly from place to place, testing for 
the preaence of gas with their safety 
lamp* «nd ever measuring the volume 
•nd flow of tho air current. 


And through all this ra»t system ol 


tunnels ran tho great underground 
etectrie railway, with its low banging 
wire. Its switching stations, Its sid- 
ings snd Its main belt line.

electric locomotives In the various out- 
lying sections of the mine gathered the 
loaded cars from the rooms where they 
were filled by the loaders und made 
up too trains on sidings nenr the main 
belt line. All day IOUR the largo thlr- 
te«n ton locomotives gathered these 
trains and dragged them past the scale 
house, where Old Man Davis checked 
up tho weight of the loaded ears to 
MCh man's credit, to th* grent pit be- 
tween the rails at tho foot of the hold- 
ing shaft where half naked, blackerrccl

and dropped tho coal down Into the 
waiting bins below, and from tho bins, 
with automatic regularity, giant buck- 
ets, or "skips," lifted the coal -WO feet

sometimes almost too warm to drink, 
and it wan .llm who taught me to loos- 
en the valve on the air pipe and, prop- 
ping my dinner bucket with a chunH 
of coal against tho v<mt, chill the wa- 
ter with a blust of compressed air.
